BAHRAIN (Reuter). — Unidenti- 
tied aircraft yesterday attacked a 
Saudi supertanker in its own territo- 
tial waters, driving up oil pricés and 
fuelling fresh world concern over a 
widening of the Lran-Iraq war. 

The attack was the fifth on an oil 
tanker in: the Persian Gulf since 
Sunday morning, and occurred 
Sguinst the background of threats 
by Iran that it would not allow other 
Countries to export oil from the gulf 
if its own shipments were disrupted. 

A fire that broke out in a star- 
board hold of the: partially loaded 
tanker was put out. 

. A spokesman for the owners of 
the vessel, the Jeddah-based Ara- 
bian International Maritime Co., 
said there were no casualties among 
the crew. The company is jointly 
owned by Mobile Corp. of the U.S. 
᾿ and Saudi businessmen. 
No country has admitted responsi- 
bility for yesterday’s attack on the 
214,000 metric ton Yanbu Pride, hit 
by at least one missile near the main 
Saudi ‘oil ‘terminal, Ras Tanura, 
northwest of Bahrain.

Herut issues ultimatum 
to Liberals on Gahal pact

TEL AVIV. -- Herut yesterday de- 
manded that its Liberal partner in 
the Likud bloc agree to ἃ smaller 
Tepresentution in their joint Knesset 
list and accept a full merger by the 
end of this month. Otherwise, Herut 
is likely to abrogate the 10-year-old 
Gahal agreement und run indepen- 
dently in the July 23 national elec- 

tions. 

“The Herut movement wants the 
Likud to exist - but not at all costs.” 
Depuiy Prime Minister David Levy, 
the chief Herut neyotiator in the 
talks with the Liberals, said yester- 
day. The option of running separate- 
ly “definitely exists." he stressed. 

Levy was talking to reporters after 
a four-hour debate ut Herut’s secre- 
tariat here. Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir took part in the deliberations 
although he is not ἃ ember of mat 
forum. 

The Liberals’ senior negotiator, 
Justice Minister Moshe Nissim, told 
The Jerusalem Post last night that 
Herut's demands had been rejected 
by the Liberals on Monday. The only 
new element, was that in yesterday's 
formulation it was presented by the 
party's secretariat rather than the 
Smail negotiating team. he said. 

The Gahal agreement should be 
kept. Nissim insisted, “People who 
Sign agreements must honour 
them.”” be said. “They may be 
changed -- but not unilaterally,” he 
added. He complained about 
Herut's having raised the matter at 
the last mihute. 


But Nissim added that the Liber- 
als will react officially today, after 
the party leaders meet here. 

Emerging from the four-hour de- 
bate, Levy said Hem wants the 
Liberals to agree to have only 12 of 
the first 40 candidates in the Likud 
list instead of the présent 15. Herut 
also wants the Liberals to agree to 
bave four people among the next 10 
on the Likud list. the same number 
as they have now. 

But this would be the last time the 
Liberals ~ as such — would get safe 
seats on the Likud’s Knesset list. 

Levy said Herut and the Liberal 
Parties must unite by the deadline 
for presenting the Knesset Lists - 
May 31. They should merge their 
institutions, assets, have one name, 
and leave it to Shamir to chose his 
ministers without demanding a fixed 
Share of cabinet portfolios. From the 
NeXt Mitosci, Levy said, “uiere will 
be no groups and no guaranteeing of 
seats — but full unity.” That means 
they will have to compete for Knes- 
set seats in the newly formed institu- 
tions. 

Levy insisted that “there is no 
moving away from it” (these propos- 
als), Knesset Member Ronnie Milo 
said Herut wanted “talks” on its 
proposals. When pressed. bowever. 
he said the Liberals could either take 
it or leave it. 

The threat was made clear in the 
announcement that the Herut cen- 
tral committee will meet no later 
than the middle of next week.

Violence at Ein Hilwe camp 
after Israeli arms searches

in the Ein Hilwe refugee camp east 
of Sidon early yesterday when Israeli 
security forces tried to arrest resi~ 
dents in whose homes arms caches 
were found. Two persons were in- 
jured in the disturbances, which 
lasted a full day. 

There has been no confirmation of 
reports from foreign news agencies 
in Beirut that the Israel Defence 
Forces demolished buildings at the 
camp. The Associated Press said 
that, according to Ein Hilwe resi- 
dents. an IDF tank and armoured 
force blew up houses before with- 
drawing at dawn.

Hart easily wins in Oregon and Nebraska

New faces in 
limbo on 
Labour list

TEL AVIV. -- Disappointments 
abounded, but the general feeling 
seemed to be one of relief that the 
Labour Party appointments commit- 
tee had managed to negotiate the 
minefield without any major explo- 
sions. 

Only 40 central committee mem- 
bers voted against the Labour list 
when it was presented far approval 
at the Ohel Shem hall here last night. 
Most members of the Labour Young 
Guard and most of the committee's 
women members voted for the list. 

By any standards, the appoint- 
ments committee did a canny jue- 
gling act. The list appears to include 


many new faces and young candi-* 


dates, but most of them are stacked 
in the limbo between slots 47 and 60 
— those who will only enter the 
Knesset if the Alignment wins by a 
landslide. 

Failing that, their hopes rest on 
Labour's forming the next govern- 
ment and carrying out the central 
committee's decision to implement 
the Norwegian Law, whereby 
cabinet ministers would resign their 
Knesset seats and allow those next 
on the list to replace them. 

If that happens, then the first 60 
slots on the list are indeed “realis- 
tic,” as Labour officials maintain. 
But if the Norwegian Law is not 
implemented, it is doubtful whether 
anyone placed beyond 50 stands a 
reasonable chance of being seated. 

Most disappointed after last 
night’s meeting were Labour's 
women members, who had 
threatened to take undefined 
“steps” if their demand that women 
make up 20 per cent of the list -- or 
every fitth seat— was not met. Never- 
theless, MK Ora Namur did wei ihiaa 
the women would take any action to 


appeal the results, in which only four 


placed in the top 60. 
Allin alt, Labour has a strong and 


experienced leadership team, if 


somewhat lacking in new blood. 
Stalwart former foreign minister 
Abba Eban took fifth place, though 
that will not guarantee him the fore- 
ign ministry in a pending struggle 
with Yitzhak Navon. Gad Ya‘acobi's 
seventh slot puts him in a strong 
position to get the Finance Ministry, 
should Labour form the next govern- 
ment. 

The feeling is strong in the party 
that the appointments committee 
system, though it watches out for 
minority interests, is anti- 
democratic and anachronistic. There 
was much talk outside the hall last 
night that candidates will be chosen 
differently next time. 


Phone tariffs up 20.6% 


Local telephone tariffs went up at 
midnight by 20.6 per cent, the extent 
of the April consumer-price rise. 
International calls increased by 14

A telephone token now costs 
1511, and a phone call on a private 
line costs ISS. 

The new monthly tariff for tele- 
phones in Jerusalem, Tel Aviv and 
Haifa is 18759. The installation 
charges for private lines is now 
1831,700, and it now costs IS44,100 
to have a business line installed. 
Prices do not include value added 
tax. 


Israel is not selling any 
mnilitary equipment to Iran

Israel is not selling military equip- 
ment to Tran and has no interest in 
supporting the regime there in any 


way, sources close to Prime Minister - 


and Foreign Minister Yitzhak Sha- 
Mir said in response to reports that 
Minister without Portfolio Ariel 
Sharon had said Israel has sold arms 
to Tran in the past. 7 

Shamir's spokesman, Avi Pazner, 
bluntly denied that Israel is “selling 
arms nowadays to Iran:" 

But other sources confirmed that 
in the past, through indirect chan- 
nels, “inconsequential materiel did 
feach Iran.” 

The rationale for such support of 
Iran in the past was developed by 
Sharon, who argued that Israel must 
maintain contact with military ele- 
ments in Iran who are anti-Soviet, 
for the time when the current Lranian 
regime is replaced. 

“Nowadays,™ said a Jerusalem di- 
plomatic source last night, “we have 
no such interest nor any way to 
safeguard such an interest. When, in 
the future. the regime in [ran 
changes. then we'll have to study 
that regime. Meanwhile, however, 
we have no interests in supporting 
Teheran.” 

Tran and Iraq “compete in their 
hatred and hostility toward Israel." 


explained the source, saying that 
“while it is true that in recent years 
there has been a shift in Baghdad's 
orientation away from the Soviet 
Union toward Washington, “there 
has been no such change in (Iraqi 
President Saddam) Hussein's atti- 
tude toward Israel.“ ‘ 

“We have no doubt.” said ἃ 
source close to Shamir, “that when 
the war between Iraq and Iran ends, 
Hussein will consider ways of using 
against us his huge army now in 
battle against Iran." 

Sharon's reported remarks were 
made during a Jecture in the U.S., in 
which he outlined his views on the 
American and Israeli roles in the 
Middle East. 

Political sources close to Shamir 
last night described as “typically 
Sharon” the way the former defence 
minister grabbed headlines with the 
Temarks about Iran. But the sources 
discounted interpretations of the 
Sharon remarks as a way to “make 
trouble” between Shamir and U.S. 
President Ronald Reagan, who ts 
opposed to any international help 
for the regime of Ayatollah 
Khomeini. 

Nor is Sharon's ‘stealing the 
Stage” a matter of seeking to domin- 
ate Shamir politically. “In any case 
helt probably dominate the‘ cam- 
paign,” said one Likud source.

Burg, Lewis discuss fate of Black Hebrews

BEERSHEBA. - Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg.and American Ambassa- 
dor Samuel] Lewis met last week to 
discuss the problem of Black Heb- 
rews. American officials said the 
purpose of the meeting, which they 
initiated, was “to see where the 
‘government of Israel stands on the 

issue." 

During the meeting. Lewis reiter- 
ated the American position that the 
Black Hebrews are an internal 
Israeli problem and those who have 
renounced their U.S. citizenship are 
aliens and cannot be readmitted into 
the U.S. 

Burg asked that the U.S. allow 
those who wish to return to do so. 

Although Lewis argued thar 
admitting aliens, even if they were 


born in the U.S., is contrary to 
American immigration laws, the In- 
terior Ministry was not convinced 
according to ministry deputy direc. 
tor Yehoshua Kahan. It was pointed 
out that only two weeks ago, Presi- 
dent Reagan announced that mil- 
lions of Mexicans who entered the 
country illegally would be given 
Se: 

“The Black Hebrews, as 2 group, 
cannot stay in Israel," Kahana told 
The Post. “We are willing to dea} 
with individuals who wish to remain. 
To ensure that they do not stay on as 
δ group, it must be made possible for 
those who wish to return to the U.S. 
to do so.” 

Kahana added that the cult lead- 
ers themselves would not be permit- 
ted to remain here and that Israel 
insists they be permitted to return to 


the U.S. once they are deported 
from Israel. 

“The international charter oa 
statelessness is very clear,” said 
Kahana. “Countries are asked not to 
revoke one citizenship before the 
person has another one. 

In 1973, 78 Black Hebrew adults 
renounced their U.S. citizenship and 
became stateless, as Israel had never 
promised to give the Black Hebrews 
a or permanent-resident

Lebanese cabinet puts off 
decision on policy statement 


BEIRUT (AP). - Lebanon's 
“National Unity” cabinet yesterday 
postponed until the weekend a deci- 
sion on the policy statement that 
must be submitted to parliament for 
a vote of confidence. 

A government source who refused 
to be identified said there were no 
major differences over the state- 
ment, which will contain only 
“broad guidelines of reforms and 
measures” for a final settlement to 
Lebanon's nine-year civil war. But 
the source added that some mem- 
bers felt that the draft policy state- 
ment, prepared by a ministerial com- 
mittee, was “loosely written. too 
mild and rhetorical.” 

‘The source quoted Finance Minis- 
ter Camille Chamoun, who heads. 
the “Lebanese Front” coalition of 
Christian groups. as complaining 
that the draft was “too poetic and 
does not reflect the impression that 
we are serious in what we are 
doing.” 


Prime Minister Rashid Karameh 
appealed to his countrymen to “rally 
behind” his government and ~ “sup- 
port it. and not stand in its way. 

Asked whether the cabinet had 
discussed the recent flareups along 
frontlines and the artillery attacks on 
population centres in Beirut, 
Karameh said: 

“We have discussed these painful 
security blow-ups. Reports by 

‘rench truce observers state that 
many of these blow-ups are triggered 
off by sniping (on both sides). This 
proves that there are fifth columns 
provoking the clashes between mili- 
tiamen on the frontlines." 

Sniper exchanges along the 
“Green Line” that divides the capit- 
al into Christian and Moslem sectors 
escalated into widespread fire and 
occasional bursts of smal] mortars 
and rocket-propelled grenades 
echoed yesterday along the Green 
Line and in the southern suburbs as 


rival militiamen duelled sporadically.

Nissim made it clear .that the 
amendment says nothing about bar- 
ring publication of a suspect’s name,

Planner changes mind on nuclear power

Bargor headed the team of econom- 
ists who prepared the cost-benefit, 
analysis of nuclear power for the 


Horev Committee, which submitted . 
its recommendations. 


3 Bargur said that the system used 
to calculate the comparative econo- 


mic benefits. of coal and nuclear 
power for the Horev Committee 
produced results that were “incon- 


clusive," leading decision-makers to 
rely heavily on their preferences in 
making the decision to go nuclear, 

He said that this system'~ which 
projects the effects of different 
possible interest rates, rates of in- 
crease in the price of coal and the 
investment costs of nuclear reactors 
on expected benefits -- presents 
decision-makers with 27 separate 
scenarios without determining which 
of them is the most probable. 


The set of projections adapted by 
the Horev Committee indicated a 
benefit of $1.1 billion for the eco- 
nomy over 20 years if power plants 
built during that time were nuclear 
instead of coal-fired. 


, Bargur presented a new proce- 
dure yesterday for, weighing the 
probabilities of various investment’ 
scenarios. His results showed that 
the most probable scenario pro- 
duced a benefit of $700 million in-’ 
stead of $1.1b. “With an investment 
of $15b.-$16b. in nuclear power sta- 
tions over 20 years, $1-1b. is ἃ 


reasonable return, but Jess than that 
would be problematic,” he said. 

Moreover, Bargur said, his cal- 
culations showed that there was a 40 
per cent chance that the benefits of 
nuclear power over coal would be 
zero or minus. "That is a big risk 
considering that nuclear power 
poses more complicated environ- 
mental and construction problems 
than coal.~ 

Bargur did not change his pre- 
vious conclusion that nuclear power 
would be cheaper than coal if the two 
were compared on a cost-per- 
kilowatt-hour basis. A nuclear- 
power plant of 1.100 megawatt 
capacity is estimated to cost $2b. to 
‘build, whereas a coal-fired plant of 
the same capacity would cost half 
that sum. 

Bargur recently submitted his re- 
vised conclusions. on the benefits of 
nuclear power to the Energy and 
Infrastructure Ministry and to Amos 
Horev, who headed the committee 
that examined the issue, but has 
received no response.

police yourself

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
yesterday called on the Israeli press 
to voluntarily adopt and entorce 
stricter guidelines regardios the pub- 
lication of suspect's names. Other-, 
wise, he warned, “there will be out- 
side intervention in the form of laws 
passed by the Knesset.” 

Speaking during a seminar on the 
subject organized by the Association 
for Civil Rights held at the Hebrew 
University Law Faculty, Zamir 
stressed that he feared for the free- 
dom of the press. “Neither we nor 
other countnes have a better tool to 


} act as the watchdog of democracy.” 


he declared. 

While the harm done to a person 
whose name is published in connec- 
tion with a police investigation is 
deep and real, he said. that is the 
price we have to pay for an open 
society. Far more frequent apd se- 
rious harm is done in cases where 
suspects are held for unwarrantedly 
long periods and in inhuman condi- 
tions while the police completed 
their investigation, he asserted. 

Lawyer Yedidiah Be'eri, repre- 
senting the Isracl Chamber of Advo- 
cates, urged a general ban on pub- 
fication of a suspect's name until he 
has been formally indicted by the 
court. 

The current situation is that there 
is no ‘formal legislation regarding 
publication of a suspect's name until 
the person is actually remanded in 
court. The Press Council's code of 
ethics stipulate that no person's 
fume shail be published during such 
a preliminary stage untess there is a 
clear public interest ro do so. 

Moshe Negbi, legal commentator 
on Kot Yisrael radio, said that πὸ 
one can defend professional sloppi- 
ness or inaccuracy. But he warned 
that any change in the legal situation 
will leave the decision to publish up 
to the court, where none of the. 
parties present will necessarily have 
the public interest foremost in mind. 

Nitzav Yehezkel Carty, the head 
of the investigations division at 
National Police Headquarters, took 
the most conservative line. He cast 
serious doubt on the press’ ability to 
judge what is in the public interest or 
what. for instance, is a reasonable 
amount of time for a police inves- 
tigation.

The probability of a meltdown has 
been calculated by the U.S. govern- 
ment at one in 20,000 reactor years, 
or one in 200 years for 100 reactors. 

The anti-nuclear lobby contends 
that the risk is to be ten times higher, 
one in 2,000 reactor vears. ᾧ 

But even if a meltdown occurred, 
there would be no large release of 
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radioactivity, Cohen asserted. He 
calculated that the risk of death from 
radiation sickness in the U.S. would 
be two cases in one per cent of the 
meitdowns, while cancer risks 
would, in the worst case, rise from 
the present 20 per cent average to 
20.5 per cent. He noted that the 
average now fluctuates at between 
15 and 23 per cent in various states 
“and nobody even knows the differ- 


ence”, 2 

His analysis showed that the Loss 
of Life Expectancy (LLE) from nuc- 
lear power in the U.S. is 0.03 years, 
compared to four to five years from 
poverty, 1,600 days from smoking 
one pack of cigarettes a day, 900 
days from being 30 pounds over- 
weight. and 40 days from the speed 
limits being raised from 90 to 105 
kilometres per hour. 


Police beat me, murder suspect says 


HAIFA (Itim). ~ A suspect in the 
murder of Dafna Carmon yesterday 
alleged that be has been pressured 
into confessing to the crime and 
reconstructing it, and that he has:no 
idea of what he signed. 

The man, Kemal Sabibi, 24, of 
Usfiya, made the allegation in the 
Haifa Magistrates Court during pro- 
ceedings on the extension of his 
remand. 

Sabihi and his brother Moham- 
med, 28. were arrested at the begin- 
ning of this month by the special 
investigation team working on the 
Carmon case. The other suspects in 
the case — the brothers’ cousin, Ataf 
Sabihi, and Ahmed Kuzli - are also 
charged with the kidnap-murder of 
15-year-old Danny Katz of Haifa last 


December. 

Police Inspector Shmueli Merme!- 
stein told Judge Michae! Shidlowski 
that the brothers and the others 
kidnapped, raped and murdered 
Carmon in June 1982,and that the 
two had confessed to the crime and 
reconstructed it. 

“I'm innocent and I'm not con- 
nected to the others,” Kemal Sabihi 
argued. "“T've got brain shock from 
all the blows. T get seizures at night 
and scream. The others hate me and 
fought with me. My cousin hasn't. 

- spoken with me for 32 years because 
of a family dispute.” Sabihi added. 

Sabihi’s brother also said he had 
been beaten. 

Shidlowskli ordered the suspects 
remanded for another 15 days.

He also said that 
Segal. had returned all the stolen 
money. ; 

Segal's former commander from 
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the central unit in the Galilee Police 
District attested that he had been an 
exemplary officer. 

In passing sentence, the judge 
noted that in his work as a police 
officer Segal had helped put many 
criminals bebind bars, and he in- 
structed prison authorities to protect 
him against possible acts of revenge. 


In another fraud case, ἃ 36-year- 
old Givatayim man, who allegedly 
used ἃ sophisticated computer trick 
to steal money, was released on 
1$25,000 bail by the Tel Aviv Magis- 
trates Court yesterday.

Education should be on par 
with defence, says physicist

The Education and Culture Minis- 
try should enjoy the same standing 
as the Defence Ministry, a ‘leading 
science educator says. Only then, he 
asserted, would the country’s sorely 
needed technological training re- 
ceive the impetus it deserves. 

Testifying before the Knesset 
Education and Culture Committee 
yesterday as it discussed technolo- 
gical schools’ effectiveness, Profes- 
sor Hanoch Gutfreund, head of the 
Hebrew University's Physics Insti- 
tute, said: “There is a crisis in scien- 
ce education ~ and not only in our 
secondary schools, but also in the 
junior high Schools and primary 
schvols, where the situation is even 
worse.” 

Citing the shortage of qualified 
teachers and facilites, he added: 
“No meaningful change can come 
about without an increase in state 
expenditure for such training. What 
is more, the Education Ministry 
should require alt pupils to study 


some ~ natural or physical — science. 
And that ministry should enjoy the 
same status in this country as the 
Defence Ministry.” 


But Meir Avigad, director of the 
Education and Culture Ministry’s 
technology-training unit, told the 
committee that vocational-training 
schools will have to cut back on their 
activities as long as the ministry's 
budget is cut back. 

Dr. Avraham Suhami, director- 

neral of Elscint Company. told the 

<nesset Members that while the 

country needs 3,000 new engineers 
every year, the universities provide 
only 1,000 annually. 


Knesset Member Yosef Rom, a 
professor at the. Technion, com- 
plained that Israel’s educational sys- 
tem “does not offer our children an' 
challenges” and that the school- 
reform schemes of recent years 
“effectively compromise the quality 
of our education.”

Aaron believes that older men and 
younger women are more compati- 
ble sexually.

Experience also accounts for im- 
Proved parenthood. Aaron now has 
married sons with children the age of 
his own. He recalls how he was once 
more concerned with being a 
““chevraman” than guiding and en- 
joying the stages of his children's 
development when he was at his 
married sons" stage of life. Now it is 
Aaron who gets up at night if the kids 
cry and he has much more patience

Another aspect which influences 
marriages is the extent of in-law 
interference.

. children. However. they see her 


more as a contemporary than a rival. 
she claims. Still. unlike Rina, she 
finds it easier to cope with the situa- 
tion as none Of the children from his 
first wife actuall? lives with them. 
Miriam doesn't notice the age differ- 
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ence because they have so much in 
common, an interest in art and 
archeology for example. She mar- 
ried at the age of 25 and recalls that 
the boys her age seemed immature 
and undeveloped to her, whereas 
her husband was an unusual pesson 
with lots of energy, “much mere 
than I have,” she admits. 

For him, their marriage was an 
opportunity to make a second begin- 
ning. He works at their relationship 
and doesn't take it for granted, she 
explains. He calculatedly takes more 
time with their three children, 
moulds them, visits their gan and 
gets involved in their activities, pre- 
cisely because he didn’t do so with 


the offspring of his first marriage and 
feels he lost something. 

Before her marriage Miriam con- 
sidered that, like her own mother, she 
might be widowed eutlier than other 
women. However, she says with a 
smile, “I went ahead with it; the 
plusses outweighed the minuses.“ 

Sylvia quoted a friend who made a 
curiously similar remark on her mar- 
siage to a younger man: “How sensi- 
ble of you. you'll die together." 
Syivia also relates to a British prop- 
ensity to consider “What will people 
say” To this she retorts: “Who are 
the others to judge what’s unusual 
and what's usual in this generation? 
So many matriages fail! So many 
women and men don’t marry!" 

Ya‘akov, a popular psychologist 
of great understanding and himself 
married to a woman 15 years his 
junior, analyses what kind of people 
make such marriages. 

When it is a younger woman who 
marries an older man it may be she is 
a dependent personality. looking for 
a father figure. It could be a sign of 
immaturity or it could be just the 
opposite, a mature person who 
couldn't find a peer at her level. 
Then, again, the age difference 
might be “coincidental, and 
irrelevant to her finding a soul mate 
with whom she’s fallen in love.” In 
that case she will overlook the bialo- 
gical or social factors. “Most people 
in this situation don't think of the 
future, especially since it’s the far 
future.” says Ya‘akov. 

When a young woman marries a 
much older man. it could be for 
financial security, to gain a parent 
for her child or because she feels 
inadequate. She may have a dis- 


advantage in looks or in social stawws. 


‘For example in our society a di- 


vorced woman with children is at ἃ 
disadvantage and may decide “to 
make a deal™, to marry a much older 
person as “shat's the best that she 
can do.” 

The oider man may have psycho- 
logical reasons for marrying a youn- 
ger woman as well. or it could simply 
be “to have more fun in life." 
¥a'akov points out that a lot de- 
pends on what our culturally con- 
ditioned expectations of marriage 
are. Among some Sephardi com- 
munities where the purpose of mar- 
Hage is having as many children as 
possible, it makes sense for a man to 
have several wives. each successively 
younger, 


Quoting the demographic fact that 
there are more women than men of 
marriageable age. he adds that being 
an elder Yemenite’s second or third 
wife is still preferable to remaining 
unwed and childless, A way of “shar- 
ing limited resources.” he calls it 
without ἃ smile. 

Another phenomenon is older 
men and older women marrying, 
often for the second or third time, in 
which case sex. cultural background, 
even common interests are of Jess 
importance than health and fi- 
nances. These are true marriages of 
conveniences, which also do not take 
age much into account, but they do 
not necessarily mile out romance. 

Ya'akov concludes that as long as 
human beings are as varied and indi~ 
vidualistic as we rediscover every 
day. their choice of mates will con- 
tinue to be uncommon, diversified, 
unpredictable and a source of in- 
terest.

The Association of Israel Insurance Agents and Brokers considers it necessary to 
advise insurance policy holders (property. car. household, etc.) regarding the new 
regulations governing payment of premiums in force as of May 1, 1984. 

1. As in the past, the Association continues to be concemed with improving and 
strengthening the efficient collection of premiums. To our regret, 
regulations in their present form are not suitable and cause confusion within 
the insurance industry. The regulations discriminate against a large number of 
clients and, in our opinion, they must be changed to a more efficient and 
suitable form. The Association is taking legal and other steps to achieve this 


2. As jong as insurance companies continue to apply these regulations, it is impor- 
tant that the following points be stressed: 
a) A client who chooses to pay his premiums in cash within 28 days of the 
commencement of the insurance policy, is not obliged to add any linkage or 
interest to this payment (neither dollar nor cost of living) and any demand for 
such additional payment conflicts with the wording and spirit of the regulations. 
Ὁ) There is nothing in the regulations which requires that the client agree to sign 
a bank order. Any such demand is contrary to the regulations. 
ΟἹ A client who pays in installments is entitled, in terms of the regulations. to 
receive notification of the amounts which he is required to pay. 


- Your insurance agent continues to be your main advisor and representative and the 
regulations do not in any way affect his status. In view of the uncertainty and 
confusion resulting from the publication of these regulations, we advise all clients to 
maintain close contact with their insurance agents and not to agree to any changes 
in regard to payment of premiums without prior consultation with their agent.

He added that Israel is the only 
country which has weathered the 
crisis in the industry so successfully. 
In Belgium, the U.S., South Africa 
and other countries. diamond indus- 
try debts are at stifl the same level 
they were in 1981. "We reached an 
understanding with the Bank of 
Israel, the commercial banks and the 
government to find a way of re- 
pdying the debts slowly,” he said. 
“Any member of the exchange who 
does not pay his debts is out of the 
exchange and out of the industry 
internationally. We knew that if the 
banks lost money on us now, we 


would have no means of getting the 
financing we need when business 
gets better.” 

The crisis came, he said, because 
optimistic sales forecasts were 
proven false by the international 
recession. “What happened in these 
last few years repeats what hap- 
pened when I was young in the 
industry in 1946. Large firms were 
hit hardest by the crisis and some of 
their employees were forced to be- 
come self-employed. Today there 
are over 800 small firms working 
hard and hoping for a brighter fu- 
ture.” 

Schnitzer dislikes the image of 
people in the diamond industry as 
wealthy and glittering. “There are a 
few show-offs in every field.” he 
said, but most people in the industry 
are not as rich as people think and 
the workers put in ἃ long day's work 
to support their families.

One or the other will have to give. [fthere are 
to he popularity contests. then there must be a shift te a 
constituency system, [fF we ae to maintain the proportional 
system. then the accent must return to platforms. policies and 
purty discipline. The spreading tendency by AIRS to view their 
seats as private rather thin parts property reflects how the 
Proportional system hos already been corrupted. 

Even more importunt is the need to focus on ide und 
policies. und not faces and slogans. if the country is to overcome 
the serious crises that confront it, Whethera new or old name is 
number 27 on the Likud list or 27 on the Labour list is wholly 
irrelevant to that challenge. What counts is the quality of the 
Jeadership teams of euch purty und the policies mo which they 
adhere. 

The Labour leadership team strengthened by Mr. Navon and 
the new Histudrut Secretary General. Yisrael Kessar. as well as 
by the working arrangement between Mr. Peres and Mr. 
Rahin. hus the virtue of long experience. but, more signiticant- 
Ιν. of alternative directions for national domestic und foreign 
policy. 

That should now become the tocus of the national debate, for 
re-examination of the country’s present directions is the highest 
priority. No public relations slogans should be permitted to

Children of ’67 
AT INDUCTION centres throughout the country. voung men 
and women ure now beginning: to register for their army 
service. 

The phenomenon is an annual one. But what makes this vear 
rather different from most is that the soung people now 
registering were all born in 1967 -- that watershed year in 
Israel's history. 

The youngsters themselves ure probably no different from 
thase showing up at the induction centres in any other year. 
Many will be seeking tu serve in elite units. out of much the

It might be too much tu expect, tor example. that they will 
have the same openness to the prospect af territorial comprom- 
ise us would many of those of un older veneration who know 
from experience that tw live in ua Israel within borders 
somewhat more constricted than those of the present is not 
necessarily to court imminent extinction. 

Irresponsible claims by former chief of stuff Raphael Eitan,

sources was that the rank and file 
wanted a break with the Liberals .

SINCE THE DEPARTURE of 
Menachem Begin and the other 
members of his triumvirate. Arie! 
Sharon and Yoram Aridor. Israet 
has been led in a new style. 

The ultimate political goals of the 
incumbent “sane rightist” lead- 
ership, Yitzhak Shamir. Moshe 
Arens and David Levy. are inno way 
different from those of their prede~ 
cessors: to secure Israel's permanent 
hold and eventual sovereignty over 
the occupied territories. The prop-~ 
osed means have also not changed 
substantially. 

But the style certainly has, and so 
has the image the leadership projects 
to the public. 

There is a widespread feeling 
among middle-of-the-roaders that, 
although one may not agree with 
their aims, the present leaders are 
reasonable people with whom, un- 
like Sharon. for example, “one can 
talk.” 

The recent discovery of the 
alleged “Jewish underground" ‘was 
thus a painful embarrassment for the 
new leadership and for those of their 
supporters in whose opinion only a 

“sane” as distinct from a “crazy” 
policy can bring about the realiza- 
tion of the government's aims. 

No wonder. then, that the new 
leadership immediately and de- 
cisively condemned the alleged 
underground in the strongest terms, 
even though the prime minister 
simultaneously tried to play down its 
importance. Significantly, he also 
rebuked Prof. Yuval Ne‘eman, the 
Minister of Science and Energy who 
argued in an interview that the ter- 
rorist attack on the West Bank 
mayors had some justification and 
positive results. 

Shamir aimed to dissociate his 
seemingly responsible and 
statesmanlike leadership from chat 
“small group™ of extremists who, by 
their actions, almost subverted the 
very aims which they and the govern- 
ment in fact share. 

Tt is important, however, to note 
the precise terms in which the Jewish 
underground is condemned by the 
present leadership and its political 
and ideological supporters on the 
moderate political right. It stands 
condemned not so much for the 
criminal nature of its actions and 
intents, as for its misplaced super- 


ALTHOUGH the Likud came into 
Office with the intention of spelling 
Labour backwards. it has succeeded, 
after seven years, in spelling Labour 
forwards 

In what follows, 1 shall show that 
while the opposition is precluded. by 
its own misdeeds and fallacies, from 
exposing the basic flaws of the gov- 
emment, the same flaws prevent the 
government from exposing the mis- 
deeds and fallacies of the opposition. 

Commenting on Arab violence 
against Jews in Judea and Samaria, 
Knesset member Shulamit Aloni re- 
cently stated in a radio interview that 
this violence is the result of Arab 
“frustration”: throwing rocks at 
Jews is their way of venting anger 
over grievances against the govern- 
ment’s settlement policy. Such a 
statement is tantamount to giving 
Moslems a licence to attack Jews, 
anywhere. Jews had already been 
killed as a result of what MK Aloni 
disingenuously calls Arab ~‘frustra- 
tion.” Yet the Likud never conde- 
mined this champion of citizens rights 
for her inflammatory statement. 

More recently, and again in a 
radio interview. Labour Party chair- 
man Shimon Peres declared that he 
had no objection to seeing 11.000 
Jews in Judea and Samaria living 
under Arab rule should some territo- 
rial agreement be reached between 
Israel and Jordan. Evidently. Peres 
is not troubled by the wretched con- 
dition of Jews who live under Mos- 
lem rule. But again the Likud was 
silent: it failed to condemn Mr. 
Peres. 

These statements by the opposi- 
tion alarm and infuriate thoughtful 
and patriotic Jews, particularly those 
who have staked the lives of their 
families by building Jewish settle- 
ments, many of which Labour, hard- 
ly less than the Likud. once deemed 
vital to Israel's security. 

No Jew would have sacrificed his 
all to develop these settlements had 
he not been given at least the tacit 
assurance, by Labour as well as by 


erogation: in its keenness to achieve 
those shared aims. it “went too far™ 
and displayed insufficient discri- 
mination in the choice of means. 
Rather than being called immoral 
and criminal, it is condemned as 
asible. 
ie attitude emerges in Prof. 
Reuven Yaron’s article Road to 
Chaos ( The Jerusalem Post, May 6), 
which emphasizes the dire consequ- 
ences for Israel's policy which would 
follow a successful bombing of the 
five Arab buses: “There can be little 
doubt that, within a very short time, 
it would have led,to the loss of Judea 
and Samaria," since “any readiness 
to tolerate our presence there de- 
pends... on Israel's constant and 
effective determination to ensure ἃ 
reasonable degree of peace and tran- 
quility™ there. Peace and tranquility 
will fasten our hold on the territor- 
ies: terror will not, and should be 
condemned. ᾿ 
Jewish terrorism is an aberration 
with which they have nothing in 
common. Indeed, as Yaron writes, 
“This road of terror caa only lead to 
calamity and chaos,” and threaten 
our existence. The occupation 
should be “sane” -- “enlightened” 
was the term used in Moshe Dayan's 
days as Defence Minister ~ and not 
“crazy” and irresponsible... 
‘However, the leadership and its 
supporters'on the moderate right 
should not be let off the hook so 
lightly. They can hardly disclaim at 
least an indirect responsibility for 
what allegedly occurred, and rele- 
gate the ‘Jewish underground” to 
causes completely independent of 
the past and present policies and 
actions of the Likud Government. 


THE FUNDAMENTAL fact is that 
the Herut members of the govern- 
ment share ἃ moral ambiguity re- 
garding the laws of the country, 
epitomized by Begin: while insisting 
on legality, they also claim alle- 
giance to a “higher law” on which 
the right of the Jewish people to the 
whole of the Land of Israel is based. 
Although they may conceive of it in 
different terms, their “higher law” is 
akin to that of Gush Emunim. from 
whose midst the Jewish under- 
ground allegedly emerged. 

Tt was this “higher law” which 
induced Begin, while still in the 


Opposition, to support the then illeg- 
al settlements in the occupied terri- 
tories and. upan his electoral vic- 
tory, to declare in the stilf-illegal 
settlement of Eilon Moreh, that 


there would be ‘many more Eilon 


Morehs. 

This was a blatant endorsement of 
lawlessness, which, in the name of a 
sacred “higher law" — be it God's or 
the nation’s -- endursed the infrac- 


* ¢ion of the law of the country. In the 


nature of the case, it is hard later on 
to establish a boundary between 
those infractions which are still 


admissible and those which are not. -|- 


During the Begin government, 
with Sharon as Defence Minister and 
Rafael Eitan as chief of staff, the’ 
settlers were permitted to play an 
increasingly active and unrestrained 
role in the occupied territories. 

As it emerges from the long- 
supressed Karp Report and the more 
recent Zucker report on “Human 


Rights in the Territories Held by the ἢ 


IDF," a considerable degree of 
lawlessness on the part of the settlers 
was tacitly tolerated — including 


* damage to Arab property, especially . 


cars and houses. physical attacks on 
Arabs and questionable opening of 
fire. Such activities were rarely 


energetically prosecuted by the au- . 


thorities. 


HERE WE COME to a cmucial 
point: the influence of a paradox, the 
state of “permanently temporary” 
Occupation, on the atmosphere in 
the occupied territories. 7 

The occupation, the nature of the 
case, created a separate legaf and 
administrative system for the terri- 
tories, much harsher and less con- 
siderate of civil rights than the sys- 
tem prevailing in Israel. The Israeli 
administration was free, within wide 
limits, to detain Arab civilians and 
search their houses without warrant 
to seize and destroy their property 
and send them into exile. There were 
fewer inhibitions on police, the army 
and armed civilians opening fire than 
there are in Israel. ἡ 

The settlers in the territories 
found themselves in an anomalous 
situation: while nominally subject to 


the laws of the occupying power, - 


they were in fact occupiers, not occu- 
pied. Their legal status, was thus 
from the start ambiguous, and was 


made evén more so by Eitan, who 
armed them, and through whose

Likud governments, that he would 
remain subject to Jewish law.

Moslems, who take religion 
seriously. resent living under Jewish 
rule, and they sometimes express 
their resentment by violence. All the 
more frequently when they hear the 
self-deprecating assertions of va- 
rious Israeli politicians that it is con- 
trary to democracy — even to 
Judaism. avers Dr. Yehuda Ben- 
Meir of the NRP — for Jews to rule 
Arabs. This is not the place to refute 
these unthinking deliverances. 
What is indisputable is that they at- 
tempt to justify Arab violence. 

Meanwhile, the Likud’s failure to 
criticize these Alice in Wonderland 
pronouncements, coupled with its 
failure to provide adequate protec- 
tion for Jews.against their assailants, 
encourages Jewish violence. When 
Labour/Likud governments allow 
PLO types to become and remain 
mayors of various towns in Judea 
and Samaria, and when these Arab 
notables incite their people to attack 
Jewish settiers and do so with impun- 
ity. one should not be surprised if 
some public-spirited Jews eventually 
lose their patience, but not their 
sense of justice, and blow these 
Jew-bating mayors ap. 

As Prof. Yuval Ne’eman has sug- 
gested, here was a case of violent 
retribution which succeeded. for a 
considerable time, in quieting rela- 
tions between Arabs and Jews in 
Judea and Samazia.
